prisonment she had undergone.

child never became reconciled to the 
loss of its mother. 
Not until mere 
than 
seventeen 
years after its birth was there any 
public examination of thA child. Then 
Dr. Albert F. Young and Dr. L. M. 
Klemm made an examination. 
The child was found to be a freak 
of nature, nearly IS years of age, 
about twenty-seven inches long, and 
weighing, with its clothes on only 
ten pounds. 
The boy was abow as large as 
that of a child of 2 years of age. 
The limbs were emaciated and no 
larger than an infant’s. 
The head 
had grown almost to the size of that 
of a youth of IS years, and one 
tooth had grown in the mouth, which 
was longer than a m an ’s and which 
protruded.

Did von ever “ Bump the bum ps” 
on King street? 
If you never did, ask some friend, 
who owns an auto. He probably has 
hit a “ thank-ye-m um s,” while speed­ 
ing along at a leisurely gait on this 
shady street. 
By the construction of crossings, 
of granite top dressing, the same m a­ 
terial the street is paved with, the 
board of public works has put an i 
effective ban on 
speeding on t h i s , 
thoroughfare. 
The crossings, about 
hix inches in height, serve to stop 
mad racing in an auto, because they 
endanger the life of the autoist. 
This innocent construction, serves 
the same purpose to an autoist and 
his friends, as a spring board does 
to the swimmer. 
Taken at a swift 
pace, the auto is throw n into the air, 
and the occupants jostled about, in 
danger of being throw n out. Taken 
at a slow pace, the m achine wrig­ 
gles over, and 
usually the driver 
prefers the Philadelphia gait to that 
of mad New York. 
Once a Speedway. 
Previous to the 
construction of 
these speed destroyers, King street 
furnished a straight-aw ay stretch for 
atticists to try out their machines. 
As level as the 
bed of 
a billiard 
table, autos 
whizzed 
by 
com fort­ 
ably, the driver smiling 
blandly at 
the poor passerby, obliged to walk. 
Now the tables are turned. 
If 
the autoist m aintains his old time 
speed, the foot passenger laughs at 
the discomfiture of the riders, for 
they are jostled 
and banged from 
one side of the m achine to the o th ­ 
er. 
At the slow speed, the foot pas­ 
senger goes alm ost as fast as the a u ­ 
tomobile rider. 
Between crossings there is noth­ 
ing to hinder speeding, but a quick 
check is necessary at each street in­ 
tersection. Then King street, in the 
last few- years, 
the 
most heavily 
traveled of all La Crosse streets, is 
becoming worn.

holes 
have 
cropped out here and there, which 
cause the autoist to think twice be­ 
fore an nihlatng any distance with 
his demon car. 
Hoard is Innocent. 
No one has blamed the board of 
public works for the work. 
Foot 
passengers delight in the construc­ 
tion foi it has furnished a m eans of 
protection from being run down by 
fast machines, and also in crossing 
the streets, because the crossings are 
always dry. 
Six inches from the o r­ 
dinary level of the street, a heavy 
rain fails to flood them as it did in 
days before they were constructed. 
Even property 
owners 
smile to 
see an auto creeping along at snail 
like speed, in place of the form er 
break-neek pace. 
Between crossings 
a slower pace is m aintained, and the 
machine twisted and turned to take 
the rise with as much ease as pos­ 
sible. 
Chauffeurs have been heard 
to grow] and o thers seem to scowl, 
hut still he 
m aintains a dignified 
pace, and endangers no more lives.

A Cheap Method of Purifying Drink' 
ing Water. 
As efficient a filter as can possibly 
be secured may be made in a few min­ 
utes by any one at the cost of a few 
cents. 
Take a new 
flowerpot, close the 
opening in the bottom with a piece of 
sponge, on top of which place a layer 
of small stones, previously well clean­ 
ed. 
The layer should be about two 
Inches deep. 
The lipper stones should 
be smaller. 
Next procure some freshly burned 
charcoal, which has not been kept in 
a damp or ill aired place. 
Reduce this 
lo a powder aud mix it with twice its 
bulk with sharp, cleanly washed sand. 
With this mixture fill the pot to with­ 
in a few inches from tho top, cover 
it with another layer of small stones 
aud place a piece of flannel around the 
rim. 
Tile flannel 
should 
be 
large 
enough to tie around the pot aud also 
to leave a little hollow in the center. 
The charcoal should be renewed about 
twice a mouth.

SEWING ROOM NOTES. 


If a yoke is not desired on the back 
of tho waist, it is always advisable to 
put one of muslin across the shoulders 
on tile inside. 
The waist wears much 
better, for the strain is lessened. 
Tucked shirt waists are much more 
satisfactory in appearance and fit if 
the tucking is done before the waist 
is cut out. 
Tuck a long strip for the 
two fronts.
